NOTE 


HE art of engraving in mezzotint was discovered by an 


amateur, Ludwig von Siegen, born in Utrecht in i6og, 
while he held an office under the Landgrave of Hesse-CasseL 
He made his first plate in 1642 ; but it was not until some- 
thing more than a century later, in England, that the art 
reached its perfection, when Sir Joshua Reynolds a7id his 
contemporaries supplied an unequalled series of subjects for 
the engravers of that day. 

The portraits atid landscapes of Sir Joshua and his 
school had a certain breadth of treatment, boldness of line and 
strength of brush — works that were reproduced with extra- 
ordinary power and delicacy by McArdell, Fisher, Watson, 
Green, and others who made a special study of this art, and 
brought it to its highest form. In variety, beauty, richness 
and softness of tone, the work of these men is unrivalled. 
The process, involving the use of the scraper on the burred " 
copper plate, gave free play to an engraver who was the mas- 
ter of a ** grand style*' and enabled him to reproduce with 
wonderful fidelity the sweep of line, as well as the values, of 
the original. 

The ^present exhibition reviews this art in its historic 
deifehpment from the time of Von Siegen and Prince Rupert 
down to Cousins, in a series of prints of great interest a?td 
variety, as well as beauty of impression, which perinits the 
various masters to be studied to the best advantage.
